De Long is translated from the IJrus 
sels Juuriiul of May 2(Jlli; 

YvAlASK.^ (Ivistern .Siberia), April 
2d, vi.-i Irkoulsk, .May -JOtli.— A fter 
discovering tlic bodies of Del.oiig and 
his coiiipanions, MeJIvillc found the 
journal of De Long, which contains 
.the most touching and he.artrcnding 
history of the last moments of the sur- 
vivors of the .Jt!aiiiielte. Liicksoii 
died first, from cold and exlmustioo, 
on the Gth of October. On the I7th 
Alexy died. Jle was the hunter and 
purveyor of the gallant little band. 
He had shot his last ptarmigan on the 
f)lb. At niiiliiighl, a few moments 
before his death, his comrade, l)r. 
Aiiibler, baptized hiui. On the "Jllth, 
Kaack, who slept between Captain De 
Long and Ambler, dieil. f)n the 21st, 
at noon, Lee died. Being in too feeble 
a condition to i-emovo the body, Dc 
Long, Ambler and (,'ollins were obliged 
to sim))ly cover it up. ^lerson (Wilson?)

That 
evening Boyd and (ioerlz died. Dur- 
ing.Jthe night Collins was in a dying

<Iaiiia-:in<,' to tin; Jock, are facts now 
known lo every taxpayer anil are iui- 
mitted' by ilio "overnment, bfecau.so 
they cannot longer bo denied. For a 
long 'timi', liy tlocc-ption and by dis- 
reputable (lodyca to cover up their er 
ror.s and nii.sileeils, tiio pjoverninent 
stnii^yled Lo deceive llie peoole into tlie 
belii'f that the iloc-k wa.s in ijood hand.s 
;ind lliat eveiytiiinL; i;onnecled with it 
was .1 ni-idel of r;ood management and 
a credit to the Lands and Works de 
pa^^tinent"' When the investigations of 
thedrydock committee last session let 
a dood of light into the gloomy and 
forbidding secrets of its corrujit and 
di.screditalile condition, and all the 
startling circumstances from the inir 
cba.se of the cement down to the siis 
pension of the work were dividged the 
govcrnmeut, finding the evidence 
against them crushing and overwhelm 
ing, hail the («lVrontery lo turn round 
.ami assert that they were blameless 
and that the engineers were the mi.ser- 
ablfl Biiiners. , 'Who ever before heard 
under Vrspon.'iible govci nnient of the 
heads of departments casting upon 
these under ihein the respon.sibility / 
Such eon<hict wo must stigmatize as 
cnwardly and utterly coiitemiitiijlc. 
rpon tlio point of government respon- 
sibility nothing can bo more con vine 
ing tli'an the evidence given before the 
dock committee liy the Hon. J. W. 
Tnt'Tcn, whose opinions arc entitled to 
great weiglir, lie having held the posi 
tions of governor of the province and 
of chief commissioner of Lands and 
Works for nnuiy years, in answer to 
thejqucfition as to who was resjionsibLc 
forUhe condition of the dock, Hon. J. 
W. Tui'TCU replied: '\Mcssrs. ICi.nii'I'le 
and ^loiiitis should bo held responsible 
foi' all />ii/'i.'i/ j)i-q/}:ssiona/ matterK con- 
necied with the construction of the 
wori; 'J'he otri: ial resiion.'.ilalily for 
that equally with otiier provincial 
workfi attache.H to the chief commis 
sioner of|L(inds and Works." What 
inake.s_. IRo rcRponsibility of the gov- 
ernment still gretiter is that the chief 
comminsioner of J.aiida and Works, 
.\rr. A\'AI.Kt'..M, who, io use hi;, own eX 
prfi.v.ion, knew no more about dock 
building tlian he did "about surgery," 
deliberately altered the dock specilu a- 
i ions drawn Viy K is'iri'i.i: and Slnmiis, 
which he de.scrilied as " the worst he 
had ever .seen." .^iich ignorant iiiipn- 
dence had the disastnni.'; consiMpieiice 
of ahifling the profes.^iional rcsponsiljil- 
itv from the engineers lo the province. 
The govornnient, greedy for ()ower and 
[iatronagi.>, siruck .Me.ssr.s. Ki.vii'i'i.r 
and Moniuf) out of the specilicalion.i 
and fjave to the idiief ronuni.s.vioner of 
I-aiidi :iiid \\ iiiks the riglil lo make 
change -; oi every de^-.cription in I he 
const riictii.in of the duel;. What has 
come of this we idl know; the misfor- 
tune IH Mr. Wamckm e.soape.i just ret 
ribution by taking !i judgeshi]!, leaving 
his colleagues lo bear the brunt of pul) 
lie indignation and the |iro\ ince to fool 
the bilht. Another fact which indeed 
throws the whole responsibility of dock 
miam.tnagcinent im to the provincial gov- 
ernment is that Mr. liK.SNnTT, tlio re.si 
dent engineer, whu fur llireo year.s w^fi 
the paid roprehentative nf KiNll'i'i.t; and 
MoKRiR and who for that time acted for 
them, was discharged by KiN'iri'i.R and 
MoKRis in iHT'.i, mil since that dale he 
lias been I'lnplo^ r.i Ijy tlie provincial ljov- 
eriimcni, as then servant. It in i|uiu- 
clear that if .Mr. r.K.MNP.rr has made blun- 
ders, as,tho govornnient claim, I hat'Ki.vii'- 
fiK and Mouitis an; not his employers 
and are not responsible, but the provin- 
cial governmont as his masters are re- 
sponsible. Hon. .1. \V. Titi TcH i.s f|iiitc 
clear :..s to whose servant .Mr. Rk.snkti 
has been .since 187'.'. in his evidence he 
aaid: "I'lilfs.s Ki.NU'i-i.i-; and Mouiiis' let- 
ter to chief coriiniis.sioiier dated l-kh 
May, 1879, has ■ been revoked I am clear- 
Jy of opinion that subactpient to the date 
named therein,- viz: .Inly, 1870, he has 
not been in the employ of ICiKiiTf.i-; and 
AloKuis as their assistant engineer.'' Wi- 
have shown on tlie evidence of the high- 
est professional untiiority in the province 
tliat in any event the oflicial responsibil- 
ity, oven had Kinu'I'LK and Morkis had 
full management of the dock, rests with 
the government, and we have also shown 
that KiN'iri't.K and Monius liad not the 
niunagcment of dock construction, as the 
resident engineer was discharged by them 
i and iemplbyed by thego vernment before the 
dock was commenced, and that by the act 
of Mr. |W.\7.KKM in altering tlio specifica- 
tions the authority to m,ake changes in dock 
work was taken aw.ay from the engineers 
and assumed by the government; that in 
fact they pushed out the engineers alto- 
gether and put themselves in their place, 
and a wretched plight they have placed 
the province in by so doing. Under the 
circumstances it is amazing that IVIr. Hni,- 
(lESEN cotdd get up boi'ore a public meet- 
ing and assert that the engineers and not 
the government were i*esponsible fur the 
oliameful condition of deck afTairs. The 
■fihly traly in* winch we can account for 
Mr. Helgesbk'm oxtrordinary assertion is 
that ho is too stupid to understajid the 
dock muddle and therefore repeats like a 
parrot the language made use of in the 
i^egislature by Mr. Walkbm when en- 
deavoring to escape from the just con- 
demnation of that body. 

MR. DECOSMOS' MMEfimi. 

A more orderly ur patient meeting than 
that of NVcdnesday night w.os never con- 
Sfregated within two pajra of walls. .i\Ir. 
DeCos.mos felt his WOT carefully and 
weighed every word. He is not an elo- 
(juent speaker, and there were no out- 
bursts of poetic imagery, (lights of fiincy, 
or sparkles of humor. In fact, he was un- 
usually sedate— for Mr. DeCos.mos— and 
held his vagaries and eccentricities, which 
have seriously militated against his suc- 
cess iit Ottawa, well in check. There arc 
a few points iii the speech to which no 
009 will take exoeptioo. T)iere are othora 
tHs^fc will provoke a mUrmur of dissent. 



•■Ml are glad to know that the speaker's 
health has improved, ilis devotion to the 
Island railway interest is rccognizcd^'and 
he has not hesitated to condemn itf^liis 
address the action of the hical ijovern- 
iiu'ut in encnmpas.sing the downfall ut 
that grand enterprise and in repealing 
■i'lo land reserve act. But while iho ut- 
most sincerity must be ascribed to him in 
this respect, it is more than questionable 
whether Mr. DeCo.'Smo.s i.t the best man 
who could be selected to prcis the claiin.i 
of the province at Ottawa. Thai he i.n 
deficient in tact has been often demon. 
straled. NVlien thi.s iliaiL;!' w.ii made 
against him four years a;.;ii t In^ elector.s 
wore told tlc.il tho- inordinate hostility of 
the Mackeszik government to Uritish 
C'olmnbia (and particularly to the Island) 
placed it beyond Mr. DkCosmos' power to 
eli'ecl any good results. With tlie 'MAC- 
noNAi.ii 1,'overiinient, it was ari;ued,"Mr.- 
DkCosmos' inlliience would be [loteilt. It- 
was predicted that not alone would the 
Island railw.ay be secured, but that the IJute 
Inlet route wiiuld be selected for the main 
line. What are the rbsUUs? The Island 
rail ivay is in a worse position (according 
to Mr. DkCosmos' address) than it was in 
i.S7.^, and the road has lieeii laid onl rla 
Fraser 'N'alley. ISfost politicians would 
acknowledge a defeat; but does IMr. De- 
Cos.mos do so! t)n the contrary, ho claims 
the credit of having brought the ."railway 
to Hurrard Inlet, when he was ^pn't to 
Ottawa expressly to bring !t rui Hiue 
Inlet lo Esquiiiialt. While giving the 
speaker credit for adroitness, it must be 
admitted that lie nd'ered a' ratliev hiine 
excuse for his vote on tlio I!hkf. resolu- 
tion, and his ipioialiou from .Sir .li»ii.\'s 
speech at the Toronto banquet was, to say 
the least, uuhappy, because had he read a 
little further on in that speech the audi- 
ence would liave dif covered tiiat Sir .Jons 
donounced independence as " veiled 
treason." There are few who are not of 
oi)iuion that when i\[r. DeOos.mos, in a 
moment of " ecstatic eccentricity,!' an- 
nounced himself in favor of inde|)endeiice, 
he made a mistake which might have 
been palliated in a Hedgliiig politician, 
but which in a tough old bird like him- 
self is inexcusable. With regard lo the 
gentleman's exjieiLses while on the mis- 
sion, he corrected our lii;ures, asserting 
that the .amount was ii?-l,r)0O. The au- 
thority for the larger sum is the govern- 
ment, whu asked aiul obtained from tho 
Mouse aulliority to pay S?.">,r)00 for the ex- 
penses of Mr. Dr.CosMos. If there were 
charges for printing, telegraphing, clerk 
hire, map-making, etc., they wore not de- 
tailed in the estimates. Why Sj,.">00 was 
asked when S4,C00 was the sum expended 
must rctnain a mystery until further ex- 
planation is vouclisafod. Mr. DeCos.mos' 
claim for credit in securing the comple- 
tion of the Port .Moody section is ba?ed 
niion very shadowy grounds indeed. He 
aiiserts that iMr. Al.vKcl s Smitii loft 
Ottawa for Port Moody iwo days after 
:\!r. DeCokmos left Ottawa for London l.i 
\ ]iroseciile bis mission. Mvery o!>,% \vill 
understand tliat it is impossible fi-r a 
party of surveyors to be oiganized, receivo 
instructions and embark upon an import- 
ant mission on two ilays' notice: besides, 
it is on record that much earlier in the 
year 1881 than tho dale of Mr. DeCos- 
.mos' dcpailure for London his r.nian in 
this city p:ibliahed a dispatch which :in- 
! nounced ilie intention <-f the govermneiit 
I to construct tho Port Moody section ini- 
j meiliatolyl "My niis-siou to lingland," 
j says .Mr. DkCosmos, "wa.s an unqualified 
I success;" but if he can be ci'ediled ^villi 
I the Pi.'rl M.iody section, ln>w can ho he 
credited with success in the matter of tho 
Island railway, or oompensation for 
del.\ys; In tho first place. Lord Kiuheh- 
i.Ev only recommends '-a light line," 
which means a trumpniy, narrow-gaui^e 
construction not necessarily in connection 
with the main road; ami Sir .Ions M\i - 
i>oN ti.n ullerly "repudiali.'.s' (si'o .Mr. Dk- 
tlo-iMos' dispatch lo local gnverninriil) all 
respiinsibiliiy for did.ays. Last, bin iiui 
least, the reader comes to I ho ipiestioii of 
reciprocity with tho .Sandwich Jslands. 
Mr. l>i:Cn-i.Mos is not in favor of a treaty 
with the islands. \\liy? HeeaiiHe the 
sugar and rii'O grown there are (he pro- 
diiL-t of Chinese labor. This we miisl bo 
permitted lo <-haraclerizo as a very ah- 
flurd— indeed, a silly reason. l'|M>n tho 
same principle, why does not ISIr. De- 
Cos.mos allow his houses to stand empty 
rather than let I hem to Chiiitise occu- 
pants! Why not condemn the construc- 
lioM of any railw.ay becau.se the chief 
labor employed is Chinese? . Why not re- 
fuse to insert an advertisement in his 
newspaper for a Chinese Pn'm? This was 
the weakest portion of his rem.arks, 
which were very temperate and wen^ 
lisleiied to with jierfect good liniiiov jjy
